trainer. Marshall Lilly. had decided to re- 
tire. He had suffered for a number of 
years with asthma. and a few weeks ago 
he had a series of attacks so severe that at 
first they were mistaken for heart at- 
tacks. Oddly enough. considering — that 
Marshall has spent nearly his whole life 
around horses, it proved that his condition 
was greatly aggravated by the dust from 
the stable. He went to his home at Red 
Bank to recuperate, and his condition be- 
came much better. But since a return to 
work seemed likely to bring on further 
attacks. he determined on retirement. 

Marshall Lilly is one of the last of the 
great Negro horsemen who came into rac- 
ing near the turn of the century. Albert 
Cooper. who had the early training of 
Domino. was perhaps the best known of 
these, though Marshall is. of course. of a 
somewhat later vintage. Exactly what vin- 
tage I am unable to determine. When he 
was asked about his age. he would answer. 
smilingly. “Forty-five.” Once I showed him 
a victure of himself galloping Celt. about 
1907. but it brought no admission. “That’s 
my father.” said Marshall. “His name was 
Marshall. too.” 

He was born at 158 East Main Street. in 
Lexington. a site which as far back as my 
recollection goes has been occupied by the 
Union Station, and he joined the great 
stable of James R. Keene when he was in 
his early “teens. One of Keene’s old em- 
ployees told me that. during the strenuous 
Colin-Fair Play duels of 1908. Marshall 
once braided a $100 bill into Colin’s tail 
and told Fair Play’s jockey. Eddie Dugan. 
he could have it if he could catch up with 
it. Marshall just chuckled when I asked 
him about it. and ’'m not the man to kill 
a good story by chasing it too far. True or 
not. it indicated the fierce loyalty which 
was a characteristic of that stable and. now 
that T think of it. of nearly all suecessful 
stables. 

The Keene empire ended with his death 
in 1913. and Marshall followed James 
Rowe to the Whitney stable. and he -has 
been connected with the stable of one or 
another member of that family ever since. 
For a time he actually had charge of the 
Greentree string, but in the main he ‘has 
been the second in command. How much 


help he has been two or three generations 
of trainers can attest. 


A small. neat. almost dapper man, he 
went very quietly about the race tracks. 
with his mind on the horses in his charge. 
Ife must have slept some time, but I can 
hardly remember a time I have been in the 
Greentree stable without finding him there. 
unless. of course. he was off with a 
foraging stakes horse. 

John Gaver. when he announced Mar- 
shall’s retirement last week. said he had 
no definite plans for replacing him. It will 
be hard to perfect such plans without 
finding another Marshall Lilly. That’s go- 
ing to take a bit of doing. 


SIT-INS. The effect of television on 
basebal! attendance I leave to wiser heads 
than mine. But its effect on racing last 
week was measurable enough. On Wednes- 
dav. with Coaltown going against Capot. 
Belmont drew slightly over 12.000. which 
is about 3.000 helow normal, and on the 
two following days the attendance was 
barely over 13.000. The reason. of course. 
was the World Series. 

The absent brethren for the 
main part. sitting happily in Yankee Sta- 
dium or Ebbets Field. The game at Brook- 
lvn on Friday. for instance, drew 32.000. 
and that kind of crowd is easily spared 
here. In fact. unless every travel agency 
hereabouts lies up hill and down dale. 
more people than that came from out of 
town for the series. 

The trouble was that people either 
staved at home to watch the games on 
television, or gaihered cozily in saloons for 
the same purpose. People who go in such 
places tell) me that television- 
equipped bar in town was stuffed every 
afternoon. At the track. there was one 
knot of customers after another grouped 
around portable radios. and if the situa- 
tion were at all critical at race time. the 
more rabid skipped the race. The result. 
on Wednesday. was the smallest pari-mu- 
tuel handle for six years. 


INVALID. After Stymie had run second 
in the New York Handicap he cooled out 
satisfactorily. but after he got back to Ja- 
maica that night he walked lame. His 
training was at once stopped. of course. 
and he spent a good part of the week 
getting X-rayed. The X-rays did not show 
anything wrong with the sesamoid he 
broke last year. and in fact didn’t show 
anything much at all.

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Stymie’s shoes were pulled off, and his 
feet trimmed, and he seemed to have a 
sore spot on one of them. It is in the same 
leg which houses the broken sesamoid, 
but this seems to be coincidence. Jacobs 
intends to let him alone a while and see 
what happens—Stymie’s been sore before 
and come out of it. But unless he recovers 
in fairly rapid order, he'll be thrown out 
of training for good, and sent to Ken- 
tucky to make the 1950 season. He hasn’t 
earned much in his five starts this year— 
$7,150, it is—but of course that might be 
the margin which keeps Citation from 
reaching his record, assuming that the 
Bull Lea colt comes back. as predicted, 
this winter. 


SPEEDSTER. A rather fast trick ap- 
peared here last week in Belair Stud’s 2- 
year-old *Hypnotist 2nd colt. Hyphasis. He 
had made one earlier start. got to the 
top, and faded to fourth. This time he 
skipped out in front early and kept com- 
ing. winning ridden out in 1:03 for 514 
furlongs. This is only a fifth of a second 
over a track record that has stood for 20 
years, and he was carrying three more 
pounds than the record holder, Chestnut 
Oak. 

Hyphasis is out of * Vibration 2nd, and is 
thus a half brother to Bossuet, which you 
may remember as a very fast horse of 
five years ago. He is credited in the rec- 
ord with victories in 214 stakes. for in ad- 
dition to winning the Fleetwing and Val- 
ley Forge Handicaps. he was one of the 
three—Wait a Bit and Brownie were the 
others—which dead-heated for the Carter 
Handicap of 1944.

The smallest crowd of the year at Belmont Park 
witnessed perhaps the most exciting event of the 
season when the Preakness and Belmont Stakes 
winner caught Coaltown, then passed him to win 
by a length and a half. It was the first time this 
year that Coaltown had been beaten at weight 
fer age; in this case the weights were Coaltown 
126, Capot 120. It was also the first time in the 
three-year history of the stakes that a Calumet 
horse had failed to win it. In the money depart- 
ment, Capot became the first of his generation to 
pass the $300,000 mark. (Two days later at Bel- 
mont Park, Ponder boosted his earnings to $322,- 
125.) Capot’s total earnings now amount to $312.,- 


985. 


Coaltown and Capot left the gate together, and 
before a furlong had gone by, Atkinson had Capot 
in the lead. But in the run for the far turn, Coal- 
town began to pick up speed, and as they went into 
the turn, Coaltown led by almost a_half-length. 
Coaltown led all the way around the turn and into 
the stretch, and as they straightened for the 
finish drive, Brooks went to the whip—Coaltown 
failed to respond. According to one observer, “He 
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just laid his ears back and wouldn’t run.” At 
this point, Capot went to the front, began to 
bear out slightly, but gradually drew away to win 
by a length and a half. The only other entry in 
the race was H. W. Collins’ Manyunk, three 
lengths behind Coaltown.

OBITUARY 


Colonel Matt J. Winn Dies; 
To Millions He Was “Mr. Derby”’ 


Col. Matt J. Winn, probably the best 
known promoter and track operator in 
the history of American racing, died at 
2:45 a. m. Thursday, October 6, at St. 
Joseph’s Infirmary in Louisville. where he 
had been a patient since September 9. He 
had undergone two operations for an in- 
testinal disorder which was. with the ex- 
ception of a flurry a few years ago. the 
first serious illness of his long life. 

Son of an Irish immigrant father and 
bern in Louisville on June 30, 1861, Mar- 
tin Joseph Winn (the Martin became Matt 
while he was still a boy) was not quite 14 
years old when he stood on the seat of 
his father’s wagon at the Louisville Jockey 
Club track, later called Churchill Downs. 
to see Aristides win the first Kentucky 
Derby in 1875. He saw all the Derby re- 
newals of subsequent years. including the 
seventy-fifth running in 1949. 

But it was not until 1902 that Matt 
Winn had any official connection with rac- 
ing. He was a successful traveling sales- 
man, selling groceries in remote and hard- 
to-reach Kentucky towns and villages. un- 
til 1887, when he joined Ed Langan, a 
Louisville tailor, in a partnership. Here 
he remained a good salesman and_ the 
business prospered. Winn’s principal in- 
terest in racing was as a player. He had 
a preference for longshots, and on a May 
afternoon in 1897 backed two 100-to-1 win- 
ners—a record which probably has not 
been equaled. After he took over as a 
track manager he never made another bet. 

In 1902 the financial situation of the 
Churchill Downs organization had reached 
a point which had a strong resemblance 
to the end of the road. Charles Price 
sought out Winn. asked him to join a 
group which would buy the Downs prop- 
erty for $40,000, told him that unless he 
came along there would be no more Ken- 
tucky Derbys. Winn thought it over a 
long time, finally went in, and late in 
1902 was elected vice president of the 
Louisville Jockey Club. 

Early in 1904 Winn was named gen- 
eral manager, and immediately attacked 
what he thought was a leading cause of 
the track’s difficulties, the lack of good 
racing dates. At the time the dates were 
allotted by the Western Turf Association. 
which Winn felt favored other tracks to the 
disadvantage of his own. Churchill Downs 
pulled out of the organization, and Winn 
rounded up nine other tracks similarly 
disgruntled and formed the American 
Turf Association. In the resulting war the 


ATA made a_ head-on attack. running 
meetings in direct competition with the 
other tracks in key cities. and concen- 
trating the best horses available to make 
the competition effective. 

The “war” was a short one. and a 
triumph for Winn. But it was not over 
before his ability and his zest for battle 
attracted the attention of a kindred soul. 


James Butler, who wanted to start a race 
meeting at Empire City, north of New 
York, but had met with the strong oppo- 
sition of August Belmont and The Jockey 
Club. Winn went in for that battle. won 
it quickly. and gained the admiration and 
friendship of Belmont. Thereafter he and 
Butler were together in many ventures. 

One of the immediate results of the 
war for dates in Kentucky was a state 
law setting up a racing commission to 
govern matters having to do with racing. 
This was the first racing commission, and 
it has become the standard pattern for the 
control of racing. 

Winn went on from one battle to an- 
other. taking pleasure in the fight as he

Following the general pattern of blood- 
stock sales in North America this year, the 
average for the yearling sale conducted at 
Woodbine Park, Toronto, by the Canadian 
Thoroughbred Horse Society showed a de- 
cline from 1948. The 55 yearlings sold on 
the evening of Friday, October 7, brought 
a total of $78,850, average $1.434. The 
average was 17 per cent under that of 


1948.

The colt, 
named Bon Vivant, has not started, but he 
is Mr. Taylor’s leading prospect for next 
year’s King’s Plate. Fast in his workouts, 
he bowed a tendon in training and has 


been fired. 


Highest average among the consignors 
was that of Carr Hatch, whose three off- 
erings realized $12.700. average $4,233. 

The sale was held in a tent on the 
lawn at Woodbine Park. with a crowd of 
more than five hundred present. Malcolm 
D. Richardson, chairman of the Society’s 
sales committee. introduced R. James 
Speers. outstanding Turf figure in the 
Canadian west. who “opened the sales” 
with a short talk in which he reminded 
buyers that public support of racing had 
fallen off less in Canada than in the 
States. Mr. Speers then verified his own 


optimism by buying eight yearlings, and 
the next morning he bought three of the 
21 broodmares auctioned. 


Most of the yearlings were in very 
good sales condition, and bidding, for the 
most part, was at a faster tempo than in 
previous auctions at Toronto. Doc Bond, 
of Versailles, Ky., was the auctioneer.

The Sport-Courier re- 
ported that the son of Oleander and 
Nereide would return in February and 
stand at the Mydlinghoven stud. 

Tue made inquiries in 
Washington regarding this report, and re- 
ceived from Col. R. E. Ireland, Remount 
officer on temporary assignment to the De- 


partment of Agriculture, assurance that 
“*Nordlicht will be sold by public auc- 
tion at Front Royal, Virginia, on October 
18, 1949,” as already catalogued. Thus it 
appears that if the noted horse goes back 
to Germany, it will be his purchaser who 
sends him there. 

The Front Royal auction is the first of 
a series of four to be held at different 
Remount depots to dispose of the stallions 
remaining in the hands of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

To Coronation 


France’s great international race, this 
year endowed with the largest purse in its 
history, was run at Longchamp. Paris. on 
Sunday, October 9. before a crowd esti- 
mated at 150,000. The field of 28 horses 
which went to the post for the 114-mile 
classic included four English invaders. 
Royal Empire, Tsaoko. Vic Day, and Flush 
Royal, and the Irish colt Beau Sabreur. 
but none of them finished close to the 
leader. (Two American horses. King 
Ranch’s Assault and Flying Missel, had 
been nominated for the race, but were 
withdrawn. ) 


The finish found two 3-year-old fillies in 
first and second places. Marcel Boussac’s 
Coronation, strongly inbred to the great 
sire Tourbillon, held a four-length lead at 
the end, with Princess Aly Khan’s Double 
Rose in second place and Mrs. Leon Vol- 
terra’s Amour Drake, a 3-year-old colt, 
third. 

Double Rose, which had already shown 
excellent class, is a chestnut filly by 
Macaron (son of Chateau Bouscaut) out 
of Double Call, by Colorado Kid. second 
dam Double Shield. by Bachelor’s Double. 

The Boussac stable ran two other horses. 
Djeddah and Norval. The three were cou- 
pled in the straight betting but separate 
in the place, with the result that Corona- 
tion paid 47 to 10 for win tickets and 56 
to 10 for place. The mile and a half was 
run in 2:33.22. Roger Poincelet was the 
winning jockey.

felt a good Irishman should. But his 
pugnacity was coupled with an_ easy. 
aflable manner which enabled him to 
win friends and influence people more 
than any racing promoter of his time. It 
was principally his ability to make 
friends which led to the downfall of his 
enemies. His contemporary and longtime 
press relations head the late Daniel E. 
O'Sullivan called him “the only Irish 
diplomat in existence.” 

Later promotions connected him with 
racing at Juarez (1909-17), Mexico City (a 
short-lived venture), Laurel Park, La- 
tonia, Lexington, Fairmount Park, Wash- 
ington Park, Lincoln Fields. But his atten- 
tion was largely focussed on his ambition 
to build the Kentucky Derby into the 
country’s greatest race. He lived many 
years after the Derby had attained the 
distinction he had sought for it.

He won the race in 1936 and 1937 
with Corrida, a great mare; in 1942 with 
Djebel. sire of this year’s winner: in 1944 
with *Ardan; and in 1946 with the un- 
beaten stayer Caracalla. Since the Arc de 
Triomphe was established as one of the 
leading European races in 1920 it has ben 
run 27 times, and on six occasions has 
been won by fillies and mares. In 1935 
fillies were first. second. and third. 


Coronation’s close inbreeding was a 
wartime emergency measure recommended 
by the Baron d’Osten-Sacken. then in 
charge of the Boussac stud in France. The 
classic-winning filly Esmeralda. daughter of 
Tourbillon. was to be retired to the stud. 
but Pharis, which would have represented 
an outcross, had not been returned from 
Germany. Hence it was decided to mate 
her to Tourbillon’s son Djebel. Coronation 
was outstanding as a 2-year-old filly. and 
this year won the French equivalent of 
the One Thousand Guineas. in a dead 
heat with her stablemate Galgala. She 
had failed to win a subsequent classic 
until the Are de Triomphe. but ‘her vic- 
tory there stamped her with a more gen- 
uine mark of class than any of her pre- 
vious performances. 


Djebel. sire of Coronation. won the 
Are de Triomphe in 1942, and Esmeralda. 
her dam, finished second to Verso 2nd in 
the 1943 renewal. 


led to the development of the Derby and 
produced indirectly his most profound in- 
fluence on American racing. When a hos- 
tile Louisville government in 1908 sought 
to prevent betting at the spring meeting. 
Winn found a few rusty old pari-mutuel 
machines. discarded years before in favor 
of bookmaking. and established in the 
courts that it was legal to use them. 

At the time he was interested in the 
crude old machines simply as a temporary 
measure, hoping to have the ban against 
bookmaking removed.

They and 
their improved successor, the totalizator.

Mrs. Dene- 
mark paid $4,600 for the colt at the Keeneland 
Summer Sales of 1945. In 1947 a yearling half 
brother (by *Hairan) was sold at the same sale 
for $5,200; David A. Rosenbaum bought _ this 
one. And in 1949, another half brother (by Hash) 
went to H. S. Finney at Keeneland for $3,700. 
Bullish was third in the Hawthorne Juvenile 
Handicap at two; he did not race at three, but at 
four, in 1948, he was second in the Illinois Owners 
and third in the Hawthorne Speed Handicaps.

The trend of the 1949-1950 stakes pro- 
gram at Hipodromo de las Americas, at 
Mexico City, will be toward larger stakes 
purses, and fewer stakes. Last season, the 
102-day meeting included 19 stakes with 
an added value of 350,000 pesos; this 
year, the number of stakes has been cut 
to 12 with the same total added value. 
Some of the change in value will be off

LARGEST SYNDICATE 


The average race-goer probably thinks 
of breeding a Thoroughbred as an _ ex- 
pensive hobby. and only the most opti- 
mistic dreamer pictures himself in the 
role of a breeder. The British racing fan. 
however, is—-each and every one—a breed- 
er. and has, in the past 30 years. watched 
horses from his farm win every race of 
importance in Britain. 


Thirty years ago Col. William Hall 
Walker, a member of parliament and 
later Lord Wavestreet, made a gift of his 
stud of 20 horses to Great Britain. The 
value of the lot was estimated to be in 
the neighborhood of $400.000, and _in- 
cluded Minoru. winner of the Epsom Der- 
by for King Edward VII. 

At first, there was some opposition to 
accepting the gift on the part of those 
who didn’t feel the Government should 
go into the bloodstock business, but it 
was pointed out that the standard of army 
mounts and light horses generally de- 
pended on a liberal use of Thoroughbred 
stallions. So, the National Stud was 
formed. 

Now. every British taxpayer is. in effect. 
a part owner of the National Stud, and 
thus a breeder of Thoroughbreds. 

Nor has the National Stud proved of 
doubtful value. Its contributions to the 
improvement of the breed of light horses 
cannot perhaps be measured. but it has 
actually proved to be a financial success. 
Horses bred by the National Stud are 
either sold or leased to individual owners 
and have carried the colors of Britain’s 
leading stables. including those of King 
George VI. 


The late *Challenger 2nd. well known 
as the sire of Gallorette and a score of 
good ones, was originally owned by the 
British taxpayer. having been bred by 
the National Stud and raced by Lord 
Dewar before coming to this country to 


stand at W. L. Brann’s Glade Valley 
Farm. in Maryland. 
The American race-goer console 


himself, however. in the fact that while he 
may not be a breeder. his tax bill is 
lightened by some $100.000.000 annually 
in states where racing is conducted.

(From Philip Godfrey, Forest Hills, N. Y.) 


In the discussions of lowered handles 
at the race tracks and reasons therefore. 
certain influences have been overlooked. 
I am referring to the simultaneous harness 
racing and dog racing at times when flat 
racing is in progress in a given locality. 


Take for instance the situation in New 
York, where we have harness racing at 
Roosevelt Raceway for the better part of 
the metropolitan meet, and the same sit- 
uation at the Saratoga track. The attend- 
ance at the harness meets many times ex- 
ceeds that at the running track. The al- 
lowance of such a situation is caused by 
local politics and the failure of track 
management to realize or at least do some- 
thing about the situation. 


Trotting races, which were meant as a 
rural sport. are now degraded to a vicious 
gambling device hurting a segment of the 
community which can least afford it. If 
Thoroughbred racing has any influence 
whatsoever. the least it could do would be 
to force trot meets to be held at times 
which would not be competitive with flat 
racing. Until that has been done, we will 
witness the deterioration of flat racing, 
culminating in the desire of some morons 
to have night racing on the running tracks 
to compete with night racing at the 
trotting tracks. When that occurs you can 
have my horses for the asking, as I would 
rather go to bed than spend the night 
watching my horse beaten, as is usual.
